Voltaire wrote ie dusue the reign of terror idllewng: the 
French Revolution over 200 years ago: “If you can get 
people to believe absurdities, you can get them to commit 
atrocities.” 


Voltaire’s observation is as true today as it was 200 years 
ago! Social media has only expanded the opportunity for 
exploiting this human tendency. 


Record-hot weather is predicted all across the U.S. for this 
summer, so says the weather experts. Reading a recap of 
their predictions seems to leave the southern part of the 
country ‘out of the extreme heat predictions. They write 
about the Southwest extensively, and the Northwest will 
get some extreme heat (and dry weather). They note that 
the sea off the Northeast coast is already at normal summer 
temperatures, indicating they are going to get higher. Right 
now our weather in Alabama is fine, with cool evenings 
and nights and moderately warm weather during the day. 
We need to enjoy it while we can! 


The news reports of recent drone attacks in Moscow, 
Russia worry us, as an indication of the war in Ukraine 
spreading and increasing the possibility of European 
countries and then the U. S. getting actively involved in 
the fighting and killing. The Ukraine folks have the right 
to protect their country (and are doing an impressive job of 
it) thus these drone attacks can be qualified as part of that 
defense effort, but we still worry about “The hurt dog that 
bites anything that moves.”

Win One for the Gipper 
Perhaps the most famous 
plea in all of sports his- 
tory is, “Win one for the 
Gipper.” George Gipp 
played football for the 
University of Notre Dame. 
He was a “natural” — an 
outstanding athlete who 
became famous for lead- 
ing his team to spectacular 
comeback victories over 
superior foes, sometimes 
playing exceptional foot- 
ball even with serious inju- 
ries, 

Gipp played his last game 
during the 1920 season. 
Injured and sick with a 
fever, he came into a game 
against Northwestern for 
only one play and threw a 
fifty-five yard touchdown 
pass. He died a few weeks 
later of pneumonia. 

Eight years later, Notre 
Dame was playing a much 
stronger, undefeated Army 
team. At halftime neither 


team had scored. IN the 
Notre Dame locker room, 
Coach Knute Rockne said 
to his team, “Boys, I want 
to tell you a story.” Then 
he related Gipp’s death- 
bed conversation with 
him: “Sometimes, Rock, 
when...things are going 
wrong and the breaks are 
beating the boys — tell 
them to go in there with 
all they’ve got and win just 
one for the Gipper.” With 
the team sobbing, Rockne 
said, “All right, boys, this 
is the game. Let’s get one 
for the Gipper.” Notre 
Dame won the game that 
day, 12-6. 

Paul’s final words to the 
elders of the church at 
Ephesus were words of 
encouragement. He had 
set the example. He knew 
that final victory would be 
theirs. It can be ours too, 
if we are’ faithful to fol- 
low that example and serve 
Jesus.—C.R.B.
